Out of courtesy the con­ 
gress roust listen to the president 
when he choose* to address It. 
Don 
grossrnen may not altogether like the 
new departure, but they assemble, and 
nearly all of them stay arid listen. 
In other days the delivery aud read­ 
ing of the president’s m essage was a 
day of rest, or, rather, a day for sena­ 
tors and m onitor* to work in their 
com m ittee rooms.

Two Antagonistic Elements, 
The congressmen have also liegun to 
realize th a t there are tw o antagonists 
elem ents In this country. 
They have 
generally been together and carried n a­ 
tional election^, but In reality they 
have been antagonistic all the time. 
They are the farm ers and the working 
men. 
H igh prices for farm products 
are hard on the laborer*. 
High price* 
for labor lire hard on the farmers. 
When farm products are high the la 
borers lose; when labor I* high the 
farmer* lose unless, as at present, they 
are all getting high prices. 
W orking­ 
men are not com plaining so much now 
as th a t other class—the consum ers— 
who are neither the beneficiaries of 
high prices of labor nor of high prices 
for farm products.

Diffei^nces between labor and farm 
ors w ere developed in the talk of an 
em bargo on foodstuff*. T he move wa* 
backed by latmr. bul strongly resisted 
by the farm ers, who w ant high price* 
for their products. 
I jlio r does not 
w ant an eniliargo on munitions, be­ 
cause labor Is getting good pay f°r 
making these munition*. 
Bo we sin* 
Die antagonism!* of two great classes.

It is tokl hi W ashington (hat hun­ 
dreds aud thousands of bushels of 
fruit, paillcularly apples, are rotting 
on the ground In several apple pro­ 
ducing states ton mise there has been 
no one to gather them . Thousands of 
bushels of nutritious nuts have gone 
to w aste for the sumo reason. All tin* 
in the face of the high cost of living 
and the high prices of food un id eal 
This waste, like high prices. I* due 
to the fact th at hum an labor I* too 
valuable to be used to pick up apples 
and gather nuts. 
Labor commands 
higher prices In m unition factories aud 
In m aking goods for th e great war 
Our people will pay for the war, not 
so dearly as those nations engaged to 
the struggle, but as a strictly neutral 
uatlon the people are paying the price 
“ Inside" Information. 
Senator Clapp of M innesota expected 
that W ilton would be re-elected long 
before the Novemt»er election, ereti at 
a tim e when many Dem tx* rats did not 
see a ghost of a show for their ticket- 
"It depends Upon their stom achs." said 
the M innesota senator.

By full stom achs he meant 
the present prosperity, when every 
man who w ants a job can get work 
and good pay and thus keep himself 
wail fad.
